The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowed over the prior art in view of the unexpected results of enhanced cytotoxic 
activity of the combination of the lactoferrin or SEQ ID No. 2 and/or 3, anti-CD2 antibody 
and complement. The unexpected activity is disclosed in Table 4 of the specification. 
While ligo et al does disclose the use of a composition comprising complement, the 
addition of complement in the reference had no effect. Thus the activity seen in Table 4 
of the specification is unexpected.
